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On or about September 4, 2002, applicant's prior attorney received a Notice of 
Abandonment under 37 CFR 1 .53(f) or (g) (hereinafter the "Notice of Abandonment") dated 
August 27, 2002 in the above-identified application. JExhibiUl^The Notice of 
Abandonment stated that the above-identified application was abandoned for failure to timely 
or properly reply to the Notice to file Missing Parts (hereinafter "Notice") mailed on June, 
2001. However, as hereinaft^escribed, a timely response to the Notice to File Missing 
Parts was filed on July 31, 2001. As such, applicant respectfiilly requests withdrawal of the 
Notice of Abandonment and revival of the above-identified application. 

The Notice to File Missing Parts was mailed to applicant's prior attorney on June 8, 
200 1 . The due date for a response was set as August 8, 200 1 . On July 3 1 , 200 1 , applicant's 
new attorney filed a Response to the Notice.

$65.00 to the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office (Shereff Declaration, Exh. F); and a return 
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postcard identifying the items filed. J>ubsequendy, applicant's attorney received the return 
postcard bearing the stamp dated August 3, 2001 (Shereff Declaration, Exh. G) from the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office. It is believed that the return postcard (Shereff Declaration, 
Exh. G) confirms that applicant's response to the Notice was received by the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office and that such Response was timely filed by applicant's attorney. 

Further, Applicant provides herewith the copy of the cancelled check (Shereff 
Declaration, Exh. H) that was submitted with the Response to the Notice. It must be noted 
that the cancelled check (Id.) was endorsed by the Patent and Trademark Office on August 7, 
2001, a day before a response to the Notice was due. It is believed that such cancelled check 
(Id.) further confirms the timely filing of the Applicant's Response to the Notice. 

In view of the foregoing, it is believed that the Notice of Abandonment of the above- 
identified application was issued improperly by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office. As such, 
withdrawal of the Notice of Abandonment under 37 CFR 1.53 (f) or (g) is respectfiilly requested. In 
addition, applicant respectfully requests that the above-identified application be revived.
